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REMARKS 

The Examiner has stated in the Examiner's Statement of Reasons forAllowance 

the following: "[n]one of the prior art of record either individually or in combination 

teach the following: 

- Producing traffic report using a plurality of zone controllers 

■ Charging a fee based on a number of Web servers or at least one of the agents, 

the host controllers, and the zone controllers 

- Charging a service fee . . .based on a number of the information collectors 
- Charging a fee based on the number of agents, host controllers, zone controllers, 

or information collectors that collect information about network traffic" (emphasis 

added). 

In response, applicant points out that at least some of the independent claims (e.g. 
Claims 1, 9, 17, 25, 26 and/or 28) are not necessarily limited to at least some of the 
emphasized features that the Examiner has highlighted above. Just by way of example, at 
least some of applicant's independent claims are not necessarily limited to "Producing [a] 
traffic report," as the Examiner notes. In addition, at least some of applicant's 
independent claims do not specifically state "Charging a fee" or "Charging a service fee " 
in the manner noted by the Examiner. 

Clearly, at least some of the independent claims are not necessarily limited to the 
features that the Examiner has noted above in the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance, as emphasized above (by way of example only). Instead, each of the claims 
should only be limited by the language existing therein.
